THOMAS CLARK’S DEATH. 


POLICEMAN LAWTON JAILED TO AWAIT 


THE CORONER’S VERDICT. 


The Dying Man's Statement in Conflict 
With the Patrolman’s Story—What Will 
Be Done With the Case—The Law of 
Murder and of Manslaughter—Serious 
Position of the Officer. 


At2o’clock this afternoon an inquest was 
commenced on the body of Thomas Ciark, the 
19-year-old boy who was sbot lest Friday by 
Policeman John Lawton of the Fourth Dis- 
trict. Clark died at the City Hospital at 
4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The boy 
dumped some ashes on a lot on 
Magazine street near Grand avenue and 
was arrested by Lawton who claims dumping 
on the lot was prohibited. On the way to the 
station Clark jumped from the cart and ran 
through a lot on Cass avenue between Fran- 
cls street and Webster avenue. Law- 
ton fired a shot at him and the 
ball struck the fugitive in the back, passing 
through his spine and right lung. He was im- 
mediately removed to the Oity Hospital. Law- 
ton claims Clark was 100 yards from him when 
he fired, and alleges that he did not intend to 
hit the boy but shot to scare him to a halt. 
The officer also claims he called to him several 
times to halt. 

THE DYING STATEMENT. 

Clark, in bis dying statement, taken by the 
Coroner Saturday, said that he had a permit to 
dump in the lot, but did not have it with him 
when arrested. He got the permit 
from the owner last summer. He 
endeavored to make his escape 
because he did not have his permit with him 
and had no money to bail himself out. When 
Lawton shot bim the officer was only a few

A FRIGHTFUL PANIC 


Burning of the Packet 


Steamer Kate Adams at 
Commerce, Hiss. 


Many of the Passengers 


Drowned While Trying 
to Escape. 


The Loss of Life Estimated at From Thirty- 
Five to Sixty—Full Details of the Ter- 
rible Powder Explosion at Mt. Pleasant, 
O.—The Dead and Injured—A Serious 
Collision on the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad, at Bardstown Junction—Two 
Skaters Drowned—Shot While Hunting— 
Casualties. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. ,December2?4.—The magnifi- 
cent passenger steamer Kate Adams, which 
ran as a semi- weekly packet Between Memphis 
and Arkansas City burned to the water’s edge 
while passing Commerce, Miss., on the 
way to Memphis. The fire started in some 
cotton which had been placed near the for- 
ward end of the boilers: It was first discov 
ered about 8o0’clock, while the passengers 
were at breakfast. At the time the steamer 
was about three hundred yards from the Miss- 
issippishore. When the alarm was given the 
passengers, numbering about sixty, all 
ran out on the 5 deck. Pilot 
Joe Barton was ou duty and 
he at once beaded the steamer for the 
shore and remained at his post until she was 
safely landed. By the time the st age-plank 
was lowered the fire had spread all through 
the cabin. As the bow of the boat struck the 
shore a frightful panic @msued. Those who 
were cut off from escape from the bows, were 
compelled to jump overboard to save their 
lives. The stern of the buruing steamer had 
swung out into the river, andin the effort 
made to launch the yawl, id was capsized by 
the crowd which filled tt and 

MANY OF ITS OCCUPANTS DROWNED. 

They were mostly colored people. Chief 
Clerk W. C. Blanker had @fhrilling experi. 
ence. He made an effort to save 
the papers and money of the steamer, 
which were in a safe in the cabin. He managed 
to get the money but foun means of es- 
cape dy the bow cut eff by ‘Bames. “As he 
was groping his way aft through the cabin he 
staumbied and fell over some chairs, lost all 
the valuables ne had secured, and only with 
great difficulty succeeded in reaching the rear 
through the blinding smoke. Capt. Cheek 
seized a life preserver and fastening it around 
Blanker helped him overboard. He floated 
down for three miles before he was rescued. 
Capt. Cheek performed the same ser- 
vice for others which he had done 
for Blanker, and when it was no 
longer possible for bim to remain without be- 
ing burned, he too jumped into the river and 
swam ashore. 

THE VICTIMS.

The burning steamer drifted away about 
fifteen minutes after she had been run ashore 
and floated down the river, the hull sinking 
at the head of Peter’s Island, about four miles 
below. 

THE ILL- FATED STRBAMER. 

The Kate Adams was owned by the Memphis 
& Vicksburg Packet Co. of which Maj. John 
R. Adams of Little Rock, is President. She 
was builtin 1882 and cost $102,000. She was 
one of the finest and fastest steamers of her 
kind on the river. She was valued 
at about $75,000 and was insured for 
3, 750 in St. Louis and Cizcinnati Companies. 
Her officers were: Mark R. Cheek, Captain; 
W. C. Blanker, Harry Best, George Corbett 
and William Donahue, Clerks; Billy Hodges 
and Joseph Barton, Pilots; Lou Boltoand Dick 
Young, engineers; Tom Allen and Frank 
Brady, mates; Jerry Matsen, steward. 

Her cargo consisted of 1,161 bales of cotton, 
1,900 sacks of cotton seed, 37 bags of seed and 
a good list of sundries. The cotton was con- 
signed to Memphis merchants and fully in- 
sured in their open policies. Fader, Frank & 
Co., Hill-Fontaine and Thomas H. Allen & 
Co. were the largest consignees. 


VALUABLES LOST. 

The safe contained about $5,000, $2,000 of 
which belonged to the passengers and had 
been given to the clerk for safe keeping. The 
citizens of Commerce rendered the gers 
and crew every assistance in reaching Robi- 
sonville, conveying them in wagons and 
every conceivable vehicle that could be 
secured. t Robisonville they took 
the train for Mempbis, apes there 
at about 6 o’clock last evening.

DETAILS OF THE DISASTER... 

Further advices just received from Mount 
Pleasant, the scene of yesterday’s explosion, 
report that none of the wounded have yet 
died, though some are in a critical Son- 
dition. About one thousand pounds of 
powder exploded. The dynamite storedin the 
magazine was frozen hard and it didnot ex- 
plode, or the whole village would have been 
destroyed. The tunnel, at which the terrible 
explosion occurred. is known as the Lon 
Run Tunnel, the uin of whic 
is at the mouth ng Run, 
4 tribtutary of Sbort Creek, in 
Jefferson County, about nine miles west of 
Martin's Ferry. The tunnel! is 800 feet in 
length, one half of which is completed. Work 
was commenced on it last August, since 
which time over one hundred men have 
been working in it. The contractors are 
Miller & McMann of New York, At the 
opening of the tunnel stood the biacksmith 
shop. ifty feet distant was the magazine 
and fifty or sixty feet from this ig the dyna- 
mite cave. Along Short Creek, about 100 

ards west of this opening, stood four build- 
ngs. One ofthese, measuring 16x40 feet and 
two stories high, was occupiedjby the colored 
laborers. Adjoining this was another bulid- 
ing the same size, which was occupied by the 
Italian laborers, and a little further south was 
a still larger building, known as the boarding- 
house, in which the better class of 
the whites boarded. On the north of the 
building occupied by the colored men stood a 
large two-story building which was known 
as the commissary. The magazine con- 
taining an immense quantity of pow- 
der and dynamite was blown to 
atoms, as was also the blacksmitn shop, 
the Italians’ building and the colored men’s 
building. The general boarding-house and 
the commissary were partially wrecked. 

THE DESTRUCTION. 

One thousand yards from the general board- 
ing-house is the farm- house of Ben Mulhorn, 
every light of glass in which was 
broken and the house partially wrecked. 
The explosion occurred about 1:80 o'clock, 
tearing up the ground under the magazine to 
a depth of ten feet, twenty-five feet wide and 
thirty-five feet long, twisting, wrenching and 
tearing we trees like stems 
and filling he air with debris of 
every description and not only killing 
one of the laborers and hurting many others 
seriously, if not fatally, but creating a panic 
among the remainder of the ¢mployes and in- 
tense excitement in the neighberhood. 
Charies Gleck, who was blown to atoms, was 
19 years old and came from Charleston, W. Va., 
some months ago. One Irishman, aged (0 
years, name not known, had a gash three 
inches long out in the forehead, me lip cut 
almost entirely off, and was internally 
injured. Another Irishman bad his 
shoulder disiocated.

Lobo, December 24.—Parliament was pro- 
rogued to-day. The Queen’s speech was as 
follows: 

„1 have great satisfaction in being able to 
release you from your protracted labors. My 
relations with all foreign powers continue 
friendly. I regret that the convention con- 
cluded between myself and the President of 
the United States for the adjustment of the 
questions which have arisen with reference to 
the fisheries in North American waters has not 
commended itself to the judgment of the 
United States Senate, in whom, according to 
the Constitution of the United States, the 
power of ratification is vested. The tempo- 
rary arrangements, however, which have 
been adopted, will, I trust, prevent any im- 
mediate inconvenience arising from this de- 
cision. 


THE SUGAR BOUNTIES. 

The conference which has been held on the 
subject of the bounties upon sugar for export 
has been brought to a satisfactory issue by the 
conclusion of a convention for their abolition 
which has been signed by the representatives 
of most of the sugar producing countries. 

EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS. 

The restoration of Egypt to a condition of 
political and financial security has been for 
the time interrupted by an attempt of the 
Soudanese to possess themselves of the Port of 
Suakim. The dispersion ot the besieging 
forces has been affected by a brilliant military 
operation on the part of the Egyptian troops, 
supported by the British contingent. Inother 
respectsthe administration and economia 
progress of Egypt are satisfactory. 

THE ZANZIBAR INSURRECTION. 

An insurrection has broken out upon the 
continental portion of the dominions of the 
Suitan of Zanzibar, which has brought with it 
considerable destruction of life and property 
in German settlements on the coast. It is 
evident that the renewed vigor of the slave 
trade, of which symptoms have unhappily 
shown themselves in several parts of Africa, 
has largely contributed to the production of 
these disturbances. I have joined the Emperor 
of Germany in establishing a naval blockade 
of that part of the coast which is in insurrec- 
tion, in order to prevent not only the trans- 
portation of slaves but the importation of the 
munitions of war. 

INDIA. 

My Indian dominions have enjoyed general 
tranquillity and prosperity during the past 
year. Disturbances, however, have occurred 
in the neighboring region of Black Mountain 
andon the extreme frontier of Sikkim, but 
have been terminated without difficulty. A 
rebellion in Afghanistan under Ishak Khan, 
which atone time threatened to assume for- 
midable proportions, has been entirely sub- 
dued by the military force of the Ameer. 

THE ZULU UPRISING. : 
A rising of some Zulu chiefs in Sou 
Africa, which does not seem to have met with 
any sympathy on the part of the population, 
has been suppressed by my troops and native 
levies. The chiefs concerned are awaiting 
trial before a special commission.’’ 

HER MAJESTY’S THANKS. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons—I 
thank you for the liberal provision you have 
made for the service of the State. I trust that 
the financial measures you have sanctioned 
will materially increase the public resources 
of the country without adding to its fiscal 
burdens. 

My Lords and Gentlemen—The measures 
you bave passed for extending the functions 
and improving the machinery of iocal Gov- 
ernment in England are calculated to increase 
the loyal attachment of my people to their in- 
stitutions. Itrustyou may be able now to 
promote the successful working of these 
changes in your several localities and that in 
this and all other fields of duty the blessing of 
Almighty God may be with you.

Corbett is the father-in-law of 
Shaw and until a short time ago was a ary 
goods merchant at Rock Island. Inspector 
Bonfield yesterday secured $2,100 worth of the 
bonds stolen from Kellogg, Johnson & 
Bliss, and expects to get $,000 more 
belonging to another firm to-day. In a 
few days more he expects to be, if he is not 
already, on the trailof the robbers, and in 
the meantime he wili devote himselfto ex- 

osinpg the deep system of what he believed to 

e one of the boldest and most efficiently or- 
ganized band of burglars and crooks that ever 
operated in Ohicago. The Inspector claims 
to be satisfied that Lawyer Cutting is not 
criminally implicated, but was dragged into 
the matter by his connection with Shaw, who 
possessed the stolen bonds. Shaw was ar- 
rested Saturday night on a train near Indi- 
anoplis, and was brought to -Chicago yester- 
day. e told Inepector Bonfield his story 
last night. He said he received the Kelloge 
and some other bonds early in September from 
wee who left them as collateral for a loan.

CHICAGO MERCHANTS OPPOSED TO THE 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 


Views—Receiver MeNulta of the 
Wabash Declares the Law Radically 
Wrong—Its Defects and the Remedies— 
The Danger Menacing Western Boads— 
General Manager St. John’s Opinion. 


CHI0aGo, December.24.—A local paper prints 
interviews with a number of leading Chicago 
wholesale merchants andalso with two well- 
known railroad managers, giving their 
opinion of the interstate commerce law, 
based on its working up to the present time. 
The majority of the merchants express de- 
cided opposition to it, holding that it proved 
of little benefit and in many Cases was work- 
ing absolute injury. All of them favor 
radical amendments and some of them want 
it repealed at once. Receiver MoNulta of the 
Wabash Ballway said: ‘‘Theoretically the 
law appears to be all right. Prac- 
tically it is radically wrong. Its effect has 
been and must continue to be directly the op- 
posite of what was intended. That i has 
and may for a time continue to give much 
lower rates, is unquestionably true. It pre- 
sents a case where ‘too much of a good thing’ 
is obtained and where, ultimately, all of the 
advantages gained must be repaid a hundred - 
told. It is like borrowing money at an ex- 
orbitant rate of interest, without calculating 
for the day ofsettiement. It seems to me that 
two—at the outside, three—years of the con- 
dition of affairs that has existed during the 
past spring and summer, would not leave 
three solvent railroad companiesin the West 
or Southwest. While this is true, it is believed 
by those best qualified to judge, that the earn- 
ings ofthe trunk lines have been increased 
$1,000,000 every month under the operations of 
this law. The natural sequence of this, in my 
opinion, is the absorption ofall of the roads 
in the country by the present trunk line cor- 
porations. When the Western roads are worn 
out and bankrupted, no one else will be able, 
or if able, in view of the result to the present 
owners, willing to buy them, and the out- 
come which would be reached in a few 


years, would leave three, or at most five cor- 
orations controlling ali the railroads in the 

nited States, with the count territorially 
divided between them. Then I fancy three 
or five mapagers would have no trouble in 
agreeing upon and maintaining rates that 
would be eminently satisfactory to the inter- 
ests represented by them. In that case the 
only remedy that can think of would be 
Governmental ownership, or control that 


-would be equivalent to ownership. 


THE LAW DEFECTIVE. 

„The law is radically defective, but it is 
folly to talk of its unconditional repeal. 
There must be legal railroad restriction 
but with it there must go railroa 
protection. When the owners of the raliroad 

roperty are restricted from encroaching on 

he property and rights of others, they must 

be protected from the encroachments of 
others upon their rights and 1 tod Some- 
thing similar to the English Clearing-house 
system should be adopted and carried out 
under the direction of experienced Govern- 
ment officers, with long terms, fixed tenures 
of office, and salaries equal to those paid rall- 
road officers occupying similarly responsible 

ositions—the present commission if you like. 

he Canadian roads should be compelled 
to conform the rules 
that govern and 
while itis true that we cannot enforce those 
rules in Oanada, we can place burdens upon 
or even prohibit an interchange of traffic 
wherethey violate them. The competition 
with natural waterways should be exempted 
or provided for under the long and short haul 
clause if that clause is not wholl 1 as 
I think it should be, at least until the practi- 
cal workings of the law without it can be as- 
ecertained. The law should prohibit the 
ape of parallel railroads to be maintained 
at public expense for the same reason that it 
would prohibit the construction of wagon 
roads side by side. 

NO COMPETING PARALLEL LINES. 

No interstate road to do interstate busi- 
ness should be allowed to be constructed ex- 
cept upon the finding of the interstate com- 
— or other Federal authorities, that it 
was needed to do the business, and that it was 
not being built to squeeze money out of some 
other road. Thereshouid be a Federal pro- 
nibition in regard to Se lines and a 
limit of control in the extent any one line 
and its lateral branches and feeders; for 
example, prohibiting the trunk lines from 
controlling west of the present trunk line 
terminus, and prohibiting the lines east 
of the Missouri River from controllin 
roads to the westward and so on in all direc- 
tions. Equality and permanency of rates 
are more important than low rates. Increase 
the rates 50 per cent, secure permanency aod 
uniformity, and a ter benefit will be de- 
rived by patrons than if the rate was reduced 
50 per cent, allowing existing irregularities in 
favor of a few localities competing forthe 
business. Above all things, whatever the - 
visions of the law may be, it should be rigidly 
enforced. Its oppressive and defective feat- 
ures will thus be brought out and a moditfica- 
tion promptly obtained.“

As the lungs are ex- 
panding and contracting continually, and, 
a every change in the position of the upper 
part of the body would bring them in contact 
with some part or other, with the chest walls 
or other organs within, it naturally follows 
that, without some wise provision, the con- 
stant rubbing would soon be productive of 
harm. Nature met the requirements, and 
provided a covering for the lungs in the form 
ofa membrane, which was also made to 
cover the other contents of the chest and line 
its walls. This membrane, which is called the 
pleura, is an exceedingly delicate structure. 
It is very smooth, and secretes a thin, watery 
fluid which lubricates its surfaces and enables 
them to glide easily over one another when 
they are brought in contact. Coming down, 
as this membrane does, on the chest walls 
and going up on the lungs, it forms a cavity— 
the pleural cavity. There are two ot these, 
one around each lung. When the pleura 
membrane is inflamed the secretion of the 
lubricating fluid becomes arrested and the 
surfaces dry and roughened. Instead of 
gliding smoothly as the lungs aiternately ex- 
pand and collapse they then rub over each 
other at every respiratory movement, and 
give rise toapain of a peculiar character, 
which none are likely to forget who have once 
felt it. 

This infammation of the pleura is called 


pleuritis, or pre? It presents itself in 
different forms. Only asmall portion of the 
membrane may be affected; in which case the 
affection is known as olrcumseribed pleurisy. 
The term circumscribed is used in contradis- 
tinction to the more common form of pleurisy, 
which, as a rule, affects comparatively a!

extant. It is generally 

supposed that theNorth 

American Indians were 

the pioneers in the habit of smoking, and that 

through knowledge obtained of them the pipe 

and cigar were transplanted to Europe. But 

this cannot be strictiy so, for Herodotus says 

that the Babylonians used to cast bundles of 

herbs into the flre and then stand around the 
flames and inhale their fragrance. 

Other writers say that the ancient Scythians 
did the same thing, and that the Thracians im- 
bibed smoke similarly by employing the aro- 
matic seeds of certain plants for the titillation 
of their nostrils. One can easily imagine that 
as swoke, fume or perfume of some sort 
was, from the earliest times, an emblem of 
divine satisfaction,’’ those who used it to 
propitiate their gods might soon come to 
divide the pleasure it was supposed to give 
their idols or deities with their own sensual 
cravings. 

Tobacco, however, in spite of some dispute 
on the point, does seem to be fairly traced to 
America for its origin, and should be credited 
as a part of the discovery of Christopher 
Columbus. When he first met the Indians 
they ‘‘were imbibing the fumes of tobacco in 
the shape of a cigar.’’. This cigar was not 
wholly of tobacco, though. It was a staik or 
straw tube filled with the weed. But the 
Indians smoked pipes chiefly. 

JEAN NICOT, 

from whom the essential oil of tobacco is 

named, introduced the herb to Catherine de 

Medicis, while Sir Walter Raleigh presented it 

to Queen Elizabeth. 

Both these gallante undoubtedly prized the 
new plant highly, or they would not have 
chosen to give and commend it to their respec- 
tive Queens. Thatthe gift met in each in- 
stance the royal pleasure is evident, for Cath- 
erine de Medicie began soon after to take snuff, 
while Queen Elizabeth, it she did not smoke 
herself, gave smoking a gracious toleration. 
Mr. Andrew Steinmetz, a German writer, 
who is a profound authority on the 
smoking habit, says that Queen Elizabeth 
„had the good taste to sit. out a pipe 
smoked by the elegant -Raleigh,’’ during 
which time he discoursed to her on phil- 
osophy. On one such occasion, the same 
writer says, Raleigh made a bet with the 
Queen that he could show exactly the weight 
of the smoke emitted from his pipe. Thinking 
the feat impossible, the Queen accepted the 
wager. ‘‘Raleigh then weighed a bowiful of 
his Virginia, smoked it out, and then 
weighing the ashes, triumphantly exhibited 
the difference by the simple rule of subtrac- 
tion.’’ The Queen acknowledged herseif 
beaten, and said, referring to aichemy: 
„Many laborers in the fire have I heard of, 
who turned their gold into smoke, but 
Raleigh is the first who has turned smoke into 
gold. 

But tobacco was not always or long received 
with this favor. Although Nicot recommended 
it as a medicine, and fora time it was ex 
tolled by many as a universal catholicon, the 
revolt at length came. 

DOCTORS THEN DENOUNCED IT. 

Books were written for and against it, and, as 

everybody remembers reading, James I. 

put forth his ‘‘Couanterbiast,’’ which has 

long been historical. The only writer, per- 
haps, who has been quite so hysterically 
violent in opposing tobbacco since was the 
late Rev. George Trask, ot Massachusetts. 

Not a very long time after ite introduction, 

laws and police regulations were formed 

against the use of tobacco in many coun- 
tries, and in Persia, under one monarch, its 

use was made a capital offense. All this did 

not stop ite use or put out the pipe, for it has

When Sir Walter eigh’s servant first saw 
him smoking, it is said he was so surprised— 
thinking his master * 

MUST BE ON FIRE 

—that he hastened for a bucket of water and 
drenched him thoroughly from head to foot. 

How many great men, indeed, since Raleigh 
set the example, have smoked. It is under- 
stood, little as we know of Shakspeare, that 
he smoked. 80 did the pious Cowper, and 80 
did the anti-pious Byron. Dickens and 
Thackeray were smokers, and Oharies Lamb 
not only smoked but wrote verses on dehalt 
of smoking. But among modern literary men 
the number of smokers is great and notorious. 

Carlyle was and Tennyson is inveterate in the 
pipe habit. It is known that the serene Emer- 
son occasionally liked a good cigar, and in 
the ministerial ranks Spurgeon is —— the 
most extravagant smoker and defender of 
smoking. Napoleon is said to have taken 
snuff furiously at Waterloo, where his career 
was snuffed out, and Gen. 1 Grant in the field 
of battle always kept at critical moments bis 
cigar going. 

Although thereis a proverb that ‘‘he who 
smokes dines,’’ eased on the fact that the use 
of tobacco prevents waste of tissue, the rea- 
son why persons smoke is not easy to give. A 
smoker cannot himself quite explain why. In 
fact, all sorts of reasons are given. But it is 
known that tobacco is a dedative, and that it 
solaces the nerves and mind. “the Indians 
grow less warlike when they use tobacco, and 
when they wish to allay hostilities ‘they 
smoke the pipe of peace. Business men 
say they can resolve their doubts and arrange 
their best business plans through the fumes Of 
a cigar.
